Accordingly, the IDS filed on 10/6/2009 has been attached to this PTO-90C communication. 

In the Notice of Allowance mailed on 1/23/2012 the examiner noted that the IDS filed on 10/6/2009 had three references that failed to 
comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), which required a legible copy of each foreign patent document. However, upon further review, 37 
CFR 1.98(c) states "When the disclosures of two or more patents or publications listed in an information disclosure statement are 
substantively cumulative, a copy of one of the patents or publications as specified in paragraph (a) of this section may be submitted 
without copies of the other patents or publications, provided that it is stated that these other patents or publications are cumulative." 
37 CFR 1.98(c), since it does not specify U.S. patents only, has been interpreted to include foreign patent documents and allow 
submission of the foreign patent documents without copies, provided that it is stated that these other patents or publications are 
cumulative. 

In the Remarks accompanying the "Sixth Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement" dated 10/6/2009, the applicant properly 
stated that these three foreign patent documents were cumulative to their U.S. patent document counter -part. Accordingly, the three 
references have been considered. 
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
